The contract provides the Austin Public Library (APL) patrons with a single integrated solution for computer 
reservations, pay for print, scanning, photocopying and fine and fee payment services that fully integrates with the 
APL’s Integrated Library System (ILS).   
 
The single integrated solution will replace outdated hardware with new technology that will deliver digital computing 
services and printing to the community. APL’s vision is to unify the digital computing reservation and printing 
services, improve functionality, and add mobile services using modern technology. 
 
There is no prior contract for these fully integrated and combined services. The pricing includes hardware, software, 
maintenance and support for 23 library locations.  
 
A delay in approving or failure to approve this contract will result in the new Central Library opening with outdated 
technology. Current equipment has reached end of life and equipment support is no longer available.
